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Howdy Almost Won! 

by BOB SMITH 


lt‘s a strange thing that a guy who 
runs a program with a puppet and a 
non-talking clown, with children making 
up the greater part of his audience, 
should be writing on such a seemingly 
weighty topic as television's commercial 
impact. But I think that what's hap¬ 
pened to me and Howdy Doody since we 
went on NBC Television illustrates, more 
forcibly than any amount of statistics 
can, just what a powerful medium televi¬ 
sion is. 

First of all, something about the 
show. It consists of Howdy Doody, a 
very nice little puppet whose age is 
somewhere around that of most of my 


audience; Clarabell. a down who can’t 
talk but squeaks a horn to indicate nega¬ 
tive and affirmative answers, and me* 
Then there are a whole lot of gadgets 
that the kids like—a machine that makes 
it easy to talk to Mother Goose, a con¬ 
traption that answers almost any ques¬ 
tion you can put to it. and a movie pro¬ 
jector that pops out of the wall and 
shows old-time comedy movies. 

That’s the show in a nutshell. Now 
let me tell you how this show indicates 
some of television's power as a commer¬ 
cial force. 

Shortly after we went on the air, at a 
time when there were only around 
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It started as a gag, but 
when Bob Smith nominated 
his pal Howdy Doody for 
president—the vote returns 
were staggering ! Which 
just goes to prove that be 
you puppet or playright— 
TV can make you famous in 
record time. 


200,000 television sets in the area cov¬ 
ered by the NBC network (there are now 
more than 5,000,000), we decided to run 
a campaign for Howdy for President . , . 
partly to give the kids a kick and partly 
to see how many kids were watching us. 
We offered a Free Howdy Doody For 
President button to anyone writing in. 

But we were new to television then, 
and we made the mistake of using radio 
figures to estimate how many requests 
we'd receive. So, going by the ration of 
sets-to-requests that was used for radio, 
we had 5,000 buttons made up and waited 
for the letters to come in. Within three 
weeks we had not only sent out our 5,000 
buttons but had another 55,000 requests 
still to be filled! 

Even assuming that every single one 
of the 200,000 sets in the network's area 
was tuned to us (and actually it was 
probably less than half that) our re¬ 
sponse figure was about 30%. A truly 
phenomenal response! 

Another example of just what televi¬ 


sion can do in the commercial field is 
Howdy s impact on the field of children's 
merchandising. Quite honestly, when we 
put Howdy on the air we simply thought 
of him as a very nice little guy who 
would be welcome in a lot of houses. But 
here again we weren't taking television's 
impact into account. Within five months 
of the time Howdy went on the air we 
had been deluged by merchandisers of 
children’s goods for licenses to use 
Howdy's name on their products. And 
don't forgets this was when there were 
far fewer than a million sets in the hands 
of the public and almost all of them on 
the East coast. 

First in line were puppet manufacturers, 
who wanted to put out Howdy Doody 
puppets; then came the toy makers, then 
the children's apparel people, then record 
companies, book publishers and many 
others. They were all impressed with 
the tremendous exploitation value of tel¬ 
evision for their products. 

As a matter of fact the requests poured 
in in such volume that we've had to 
limit ourselves very strictly for fear of 
building such a tremendous commercial 
thing out of Howdy that the television 
program will become the dog that's be¬ 
ing wagged by its tail. We've gone very 
cautiously and have licensed compara- 
tively Few manufacturers to start with 
dolls, sweaters, cowboy shirts and hand¬ 
bags. 

We are now getting into the book 
and record fields as well, but here again 
we're not going to let Howdy Doody as 
a television star become secondary to 
Howdy as a commercial venture. 

What all this proves, besides the fact 
that Howdy Is a very endearing little fel¬ 
low. is that television has a good deal 
more power behind it than most people 
(including me) thought before they got 
directly involved in it. 

Through television, the stage has al¬ 
ready been reached where Howdy may 
soon be as big a figure in the kids' 
world as Mickey Mouse or Donald Duck. 
And that's going some for a little boy 
who got .into television only a couple 
of years ago.

DO”locate your television receiver in 
a position which will insure the max¬ 
imum viewing pleasure for the audi¬ 
ence 

The set should be located in a posi¬ 
tion where light from windows or 
lamps do not cause reflection on the 
screen to be thrown back in the view¬ 
ers' eyes. Reflection of any light from 
the screen makes it difficult to watch 
the picture and tends to cause eye 
faEiguc. Another consideration in posi¬ 
tioning of the receiver is proper view¬ 
ing distance. The receiver should be 
viewed from a distance of approxi¬ 
mately one foot for each inch of pic¬ 
ture size. 


DON'T—view- you set in an im¬ 
properly lighted room. Consider your 
living room as your own private thea¬ 
tre and try to duplicate as well as 
possible the lighting of a movie thea¬ 
tre, The lighting of a theatre is pur¬ 
posely subdued in order to give bet¬ 
ter clarity to the picture. In television, 
subdued lighting will provide clearer, 
sharper pictures with no glare or eye 
fatigue. 

The amount of light to be used will 
depend on room furnishings and wall 
or ceiling color. A room with fight 
colored walls and ceiling will require 
relatively tittle light because light will 
he reflected throughout the room. Con¬ 
sequently, i\ dark colored room will 
require more light. 

As the amount of room light is in¬ 
creased, the TV picture becomes in¬ 
creasingly gray. Advancing the set's 
contrast loses picture detail. Pick a 
happy medium^and for the answers 
to any lighting problem in your TV 
room, call a member of the Radio 
Technicians Guild..

The final winner, it is in¬ 
teresting to note, made a tremendous itu- 
pression when she auditioned tor the Na¬ 
tional Broadcasting Company's top brass 
just last week. She was ilown down by

purpose and the results ol her audition 
may land her in the public eve before 
too long. TELEVISION CARAVAN is 
very pleased to have helped another 
young singer on the way to n hi male sue 
cess in show business. 

In looking back on the many perform 

ances that the TELEVISION CARA 
VAN has given, there are many out¬ 
standing events, A good example was the 
addition to the cast of a young Roches 
terian who captured TV audiences on 
the coast-to-coast PAUL WHITEMAN 

television show by way of her oxccp 
tional voice, not to mention her native 
beauty, that landed her, among other 
things, on the cover of this week's issue 
of the TVue Weekly, DOLORES PER 
RJELLO is on the way up. and TELE 
VISION CARAVAN audiences far and 
wide have acclaimed her one of the high¬ 
lights of the show. 


RALPH COLLIER, whose qualifica¬ 
tions for assuming the direction and 
management of the TELEVISION CAR¬ 
AVAN include a stint with the National 
Broadcasting Company and the Mutual 
Broadcasting System in New York, ex¬ 
ecutive duties for the Department of 
State in Germany and France, and origin¬

Just to show 
you how seriously the West Coast is 
going to take over TV, NBC is going to 
spend $25 million on a Los Angeles 
studio building , , , Too bad the TV 
cameras don't reach to Florida.

Commercial radio nad television sta¬ 
tions are responsible, under the su¬ 
pervision of the Federal Communica¬ 
tions Commission, for rendering public 
service. Part of their responsibility 
consists in reflecting the interests of 
the cultural minority, a term which in 
this connection refers to individuals or 
small groups whose listening interests 
may not be adequately served by the 
large-audience programs reflecting pop¬ 
ular taste. The so-called Public Serv^ 
ice ' programs are about the only con¬ 
cession made by the industry to these 
groups. 

Referring to the schedule printed in 
TVne Weekly, we And that WHAM- 
TV devotes some six hours a week 
to educational and public service pro¬ 
grams, One of the best of these pro¬ 
grams is "Make It and Market, which 
can be viewed on Friday afternoons 
from 12:45 to 1:00 o’clock. 

Let's be frank and admit that one 
thing most of ns like about public 
service programs is that, being un¬ 
sponsored, they have no commercial. 
Television commercials could and 
should be interesting, informative, and 
persuasive, but of the great majority 
of them it can be said that they are 
at best only tiresome and at worst 
downright offensive. However, "Make 
It and Market" has a lot more to offer 
the viewer than a mere lack of adver¬ 
tising spiel: il is a public service pro¬ 
gram that really does the public u 
service. 

This program has George Haefner 


as general master of ceremonies and 
Les Stutsman with market tips; and 
its real star is Sue Kamienski, who 
deals with the "make it" aspect. Mr. 
Stutzman, as might be expected, of¬ 
fers information on the best buys of 
the week and season. Miss Kamienski, 
who is a demonstration agent for the 
Monroe County Home Bureau, pre¬ 
sents displays on cooking and home 
crafts, and explains how her efforts 
can be duplicated at home. The fin¬ 
ished products she shows are both 
useful and original, and her demon¬ 
strations are clear and uncomplicated. 

We feel that this program is al¬ 
most a model of its kind, and that 
much can be learned from it by pro¬ 
ducers of sponsored, mass-appeal 
shows. First, it is timely, intelligent, 
and almost unfailingly interesting. 
Second, it has integrity. It does not 
spread itself thin by trying to please 
every single person in the area who 
might happen to tune in. At the same 
time it appeals to as wide as possible 
a range of interests and does not mere¬ 
ly present a warmed-up rehash of 
previously used material. Third, it 
takes full advantage of the fact that 
there is a camera at hand, through 
extensive use of displays, pictures, 
charts, and step-by-step demonstra¬ 
tions, There are many programs which 
must be vastly more expensive to pro¬ 
duce, which are not nearly so ef¬ 
fective because they ignore these 
seemingly elementary procedures. Take 
t \ how , Make It and Market," and 
keep up the good work.
